BRUTAL SPANISH. 


How Thoy Kotfaid the Tragedy 
of the Batti 
hip Maine. 


THEIR REGRETS INSINCERE. 


Statements *of Americans Just Ar­ 
rived From Havana. 


CUBANS’ ATTITUDE CONTKASTED. 


New York, Feb. 22.—The W ard line 
steamer Seguranca arrived a t Q uaran­ 
tine yesterday from Tampico and H a ­ 
vana. The Seguranca arrived a t H a ­ 
vana at 10 o'clock on the morning after 
the disaster to the Maine and passed 
close by the wreck. The Seguranca*s 
passengers said th at great excitement 
prevailed at Havana, and a t the time 
of sailing the foreign population were 
generally of the opinion that the Maine 
was destroyed by design. They cited 
among other things in support of this 
theory the fact th a t the Spanish m an- 
of-war, Alfonso XII, which was a n ­ 
chored near the Maine, changed her 
moorings just previous to the disaster. 


C. P. Holcomb, of New Castle,‘»Del., 
general manager of a street railroad in 
Philadelphia, one of the passengers on 
board the Seguranca, was outspoken 
in his belief that the investigation at 
I H avana would reveal some startling 
circumstances. “I went to H avana,” 
said Mr. Holcomb, “not at all in sym ­ 
pathy 
with 
the 
insurgents, but on 
Wednesday, when w’e got to Havana, 
I believe any of the Americans on 
board was in a mood to commit m ur­ 
der. The flags of the Spanish warship 
were not at half mast. The vessels of 
all other nationalities had paid this 
slight tribute to the dead. 


“The contrast between the bearing of 
the Spaniard^,, and Cubans is strong. 
At the funfc*^a.i\)f the Maine’s team en 
the Cuban women in the streets were 
almost all dressed in mourning, while 
the Spanish women wore colors. The 
only American flags I saw in the whole 
procession were two small ones about 
three by six inches. I went aboard the 
Alfonso XII and was received politely. 
The only expression of regret I heard 
there was from an officer, who com­ 
plained that the force of the Maine 
explosion had broken his toilet bot­ 
tles. There can be no mistaking the 
indifference of the Spaniards in H a ­ 
vana over the loss of the warship and 
those on board. On Thursday, while 
driving 
to 
the 
cemetery with two 
American friends, I was assailed with 
jeers, and some one threw a large 
stone at our carriage.” 


P. W. Bobbett, of this city, who was 
with Mr. Holcomb 
in 
the 
carriage, 
added: 


“T hat’s perfectly true. In fact, one 
or two children yelled after us that 
they had blown up the ‘Americano,’ 
and that they were glad of it. I did 
not hear a single expression of regret 
for the terrible loss of life from any 
Spaniard during the time I was in H a ­ 
vana.” 


P rank Weinheimer, of this city, an 
eye witness of the explosion and a fel­ 
low passenger of Mr. Holcomb, told 
the following story: 


“On Tuesday evening I strolled down 
to the water front for a breath of fresh 
air. A number of persons were walk­ 
ing about the pier near the custom house. 
The first intimation I had of an explosion 
was a crunching sound. 
Then there 
came a terrible roar. Immense pieces 
of debris Hew skyward from the Maine. 
Some of them m ust have been thrown 
at least 300 feet. It looked as though 
the whole inside of the ship had been 
blown out. Many* persons on the pier 
were nearly thrown from their feet by 
the force of the explosion. The air be­ 
came stilling with 
smoke, and 
the 
crowd on the pier rushed back toward 
the city.” 


.Mr. Weinheimer said he heard an 
excited Spaniard declare shortly after 
the explosion that if th® “Americanos” 
sent another warship it also would be 
blown up. 


M. J. Naghton, an insurance m an of 
Chicago, who was staying with his 
wife at the Grand Hotel Pasaje, de­ 
scribed the panic which existed in H a ­ 
vana shortly after the explosion, and 
said further: 
“The Spanish officials 
^ e r e quick to express sympathy, and 
acted very well as a whole, but I think 
their expressions of regret lacked the 
spontaneity and w arm th which would 
have been characteristic of an A m er­ 
ican city had such a disaster occurred 
under similar circumstances.” 


ItE L IE F POH TIII3 VICTIMS. 


B ill JPov T h e ir R elief P re p a re d by tho 
v 
House N aval C om m ittee. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—-All 
the gov­ 
ernment departm ents were closed in 
W ashington yesterday save the navy 
department, where a few of the officials 
assembled to receive any dispatcher 
th at might arrive &ncI to close the con- N 
tract with the wreckers for tho recgv* 


ery of the effects on the Maine and the 
vessel herself. 
The signing of the 
wrecking contract was the most import­ 
ant event of the day. 


Legislative provision for the relief of 
the victims of the Maine disaster oc­ 
cupied the house committee on naval 
affairs all day 
yesterday, 
a general 
measure hoimr agreed on late in the 
nfternoon similar to the relief measure 
that followed the Samoan disaster in 
1889. The resolution was finally parked 
on at a special meeting of the commit­ 
tee this morning. 
It will be immedi­ 
ately reported by Chairm an Ilnrellc, 
and 
its passage 
expedited. 
Though 
based on the precedent of the Sam ian 
) bill approved Feb. ID, 1890, it ignores 
the differentiation then made between 
the injured and the uninjured su ‘vlv- 
ors, and its terms are general instead 
of citing individuals. 
Any losses sus­ 
tained by the survivors will be made 
pood to the extent of not exceeding 12 
months* pay, and provision is made for 
bringing the remains back to this coun­ 
try at the discretion of the naval au­ 
thorities. The relief funds are to be 
paid first to the wife or children of the 
victim, then to the parents, or if there 
are neither of these relations, then to 
Lhe brother or sister or other collateral 
relations. 
The pay of the deceased is 
to be continued to these a t least three 
months. 


The navy departm ent received a dis­ 
patch from Captain Sigsbee last even­ 
ing saying th at 14 more bodies had 
been recovered from the wreck of the 
Maine. All the remains are unidenti­ 
fied. It is not thought any bodies will 
be identified hereafter, unless by the 
clothing. Aside from the effect of long 
submersion, the men still missing were 
nearly all directly under the main deck, 
which was blown up, and the tremen­ 
dous force of the explosion probably 
blotted scores of them out of existence 
entirely. 


Officials unquestionably have been for 
borne time preparing for any emergency 
that may arise, but appearances at the 
departm ent would 
indicate that any 
necessary orders have already been 
given, and th a t the situation was not 
one calling for immediate activity at 
Washington. The Castine and Cincin­ 
nati, in accordance with orders made 
known some time ago, are to move fu r­ 
ther north to W est Indian waters and 
at Norfolk the monitor Terror has been 
ordered to be in readiness^and m ay be 
sent to New York later. 


Thè senate yesterday passed a bill to 
add two artillery 
regiments 
to 
the 
strength of the army. 
This measure 
has been urged for m any months by 
officials of the w ar department, who 
foresaw that, while congress of late 
years had taken measures for the pro- 
ì tection of our coasts by considerable 
appropriations for defensive works and 
great guns, it had not provided the men 
necessary to operate these engines of 
war. Should the house pass the bill, as 
it undoubtedly will, it will enable the 
departm ent to carry out plans it has 
long had in view. 


The navy departm ent has compiled 
the following sum m ary showing the to­ 
tal 
results 
of 
the 
Maine 
disaster: 
Total officers and men on board Maine, 
355; total officers, 20; total men, 329; to­ 
tal officers saved, 24; total men saved, 
76; total officers lost, 2; total men lo3t, 
246; total men injured, 57; doubtful, 7. 
The seven men appearing as doubtful 
probably represent that number, or less, 
whose lives have been saved, but who 
cannot be identified at present on ac­ 
count of errors in the transmission of 
telegrams. The 57 appearing as injured 
are included in the 76 appearing as 
saved. 
Two men reported as having 
died in the hospital are included in the 
total of 246 appearing above as having 
been lost. 


T H E COUKT OF INQUIRY. 


P ro ceed in g s W ill Bo K ept Secret Ui^- 
tll a Decision Is Reached. 


H avana, Feb. 23.—The court of in­ 
quiry in the Maine disaster opened at 
10:30 a. m, yesterday and took a reQess 
a t 12:30. Lieutenant F. F, W. Holman, 
navigator and ordnance officer of the 
Maine, was examined at the morning 
session. 
The court met for the ^ 
91*- 
noon session at 1:30, and Lieutenant 
Commander R. W ainwright, executive 
officer of the Maine, was called to the 
witness stand. Lieutenant Commander 
W ainw right 
has been 
in 
immediate 
charge of the wreck since the explo­ 
sion. 


F our divers are at work in the for­ 
w ard p art of the ship, and the others 
aft. The task is most laborious, and the 
men are naturally extremely careful, as 
they have had to work in 
complete 
darkness, and several have had bad 
falls. Electric lights, worked from the 
Mangrove, are now available, and much 
good Is expected from them, 


N early all the possible salvage has 
now been made from the cabin aft. The 
efforts to reach the ward and mess 
rooms are frustrated by some unknown 
obstacle. 
It is expected to find bodies 
in those rooms. Two cases of 10-inch 
ammunition have been found, the one 
having exploded, the other full of pow­ 
der. These were found forward. 


The work of securing the bodies under 
the hatch has been most difficult in the 
dark, but it is hoped that the fleet rie 
lights will be of great assistane«*. Tho 
bodies are much mutilated, and sqine 
are partiaMy burned.

Tie is under 
strict orders not to give out anything 
on the subject of his investigations, ex­ 
cept to the officers8 of the cc urt of in­ 
quiry when called upon. 


Captain Pnmpson re<\*lved the news­ 
paper correspondents immediately after 
the first session of the board 011 Mon­ 
day. He said in the course of the inter­ 
view: 


“I would be glad to give the news to 
the press, but owing to the dplicate sit­ 
uation the board has decided to make 
nothing whatever public. It is only 
fair to the Spanish government not to 
tell the public the testimony until all 
has been received and the findings 
have been considered. All stories pur­ 
porting to come from the court should 
be set down as false. I shall give to 
the press such routine news of the pro­ 
ceedings as is proper.**

AN AUCTION FOR WIVES. 


Unrler tlie Greenwood Tree in the Colonial 


Maya of Virginia. 


From the earliest settlement of the 


colonies there has always been a defect 
in the distribution of women in this 
country. 
It is a historical fact that 


Avhile one section has always suffered 
from an embarrassment 
of riches- 


another has pined in a needless priva- 
tion. 
At the outset of American col- 


onization the Avilderness Avas hungry 
for men to till it, and thousands of 
the idle laborers of London and Bris- 
tol poured into the neAv Eldorado. 


Robert Beverly, in his "History of 


Virginia,"published in 1705 a A 1722, 
says: "Those that went over to that 
country first Aveie chiefly single men. 
who had 
not the mcumbrance of 


Avives and children in England; and 
if they had. they did not expose them 
to the fatigue and hazard of so long a 
voyage, until they saw IIOAV it should 
fare Avith themselves. 
From hence it 


came to pass that when they were set- 
tled there and in a comfortable Avay of 
subsisting a family, tbey greAv sen- 
sible of the misfortune of wanting 
wives, and such as had left wives in 
England sent for them, but the single 
men were put to their shifts. 


"Dnder the difficulty they had no 


hopes but that the plenty in which 
they lived rnrjht invite modest women 
of small fortunes to go thither from 
England. However, th y would not 
receive any but such as could carry 
sufficient certificate of their modesty 
and good behavior. 
Those, if they 


were but moderately qualified in all 
other respects, might depend upon 
marrying Avell in those days, without 
any fortune. 
Nay, the first planters 


were so far from expecting money 
with a woman that 'twas a common 
thing for them to buy a deserving 
wife that carried good testimonials of 
her character, at the price of £100, 
and make themselves believe they had 
a bargain. 


"In one year Sir Edwin provided a 


passage for 1261 
new emigrants. 


Among these were ninety agreeable 
young Avouien, poor but respectable, 
to furnish Avivestothe colonists. This 
new commodity was transported at 
tbe expense of the colony, aud sold to 
the young planters, and the following 
rear auother consignment wa<? made 
of sixty maids of virtuous education, 
young, handsome and well recom- 
mended. A wife in the first lot sold 
for 100 pounds of 
tobacco, 
but 


as the value of the new article became 
known in the market the price rose, 
and a .wife would bring 130 pounds of 
tobacco. 
A debt for a wife was of a 


higher dignitv than other debts, aad 
to be paid first." 


In a letter still in existence, dated 


London, August 21,1(521, and directed 
to a -worthy colonist of that settle- 
ment, the wiitcr says: 


"We send yon in the ship one 


widow and eleven raaids for wives for 
the people of Virginia, There hath 
been especial 
care 
had 
in the 


choice of them, for there hath not one 
of them been received but upon good 
commendations. 
"In case they cannot be presently 


married, we desire that they maybe 
put with seveial householders that 
have wives.'' 


But the writer of this epistle had 


little reason to fear that any of the 


"maidens faire" would bo left over. 
The archives of Virginia prove that 
these 
first cargoes of young ladies 


Avere put up at auction beneath the 
green trees of Jamestown, where 
probably the most anxious and inter- 
ested crowd of auction habitues ever 
known in the history of the world 
Avere 
gathered, and 
sold for 120 


pounds of leaf tobacco each, and it 
Avas ordered that this debt should 
have precedence of all others. 
The 


solitary "one widow" went along with 
the others, for they could not be par- 
ticular iu those days. 
The good 


minister of the colony no doubt had a 
busy time that day. He did not men- 
tion any fees, nor did the bridegrooms 
think of tendering any. 
All Avas joy 


and gladness.— Buffalo (N. Y.) News. 


DEBT-COLLECTING BY STARVATION. 


The Absurd Miihratta Method as Practiced 


in India—Stouter Stomach Wins. 


Many queer stories are told of the 


persistence aud clever devices of the 
collectors of 
bad debts, but even 


a prolessional humorist Avould find it 
hard to invent anything more absurd 
than the method actually iiiuse among 
the Mahrattas—at least, if travelers' i 
tales are to be trusted. 


In that country—so they say—when 


a creditor cannot get his money aud 
begins to regard the debt as desperate, 
he proceeds to sit "dhurna" upon his 
debtor—that is, he squats doAvn at the 
door of his victim's tent, and thereby, 
in some mysterious Avay, becomes 
master of the situation. No one can 
go in or out except by his sanction. 
He neither himself eats nor allows his 
debtor to eat, and this extraordinary 
starvation contest is kept up until 
either the- debt is paid or the creditor 
gives up the siege, and in the latter 
case the debt is held to be canceled. 


However straage it may appear to 


Europeans, this method of enforcing 
a demand is an established and almost 
universal usage among the Mahrattas, 
aud seems to them a mere matter of 
course. 
Even their "Scindiah," or 


chieftain, is not exempt from it. 


The laws by Avhich the "dhurna" is 


regulated are as well defined as those 
of any other custom whatever. 
When 


it is meant to be very strict the claim- 
ant takes Avith him a number of his 
followers, Avho surround the tent, and 
sometimes even the bed of his adver- 
sary to make sure that he obtains no 
morsel of food. 
The code, however, 


prescribes the same abstinence for the 
man \vho imposes the ordeal; and, of 
course, the strongest stomach wins the 
day. 
After all, we have little right to 


ridicule this absurdity, for our own 
laws still provide, nominally at least, 
for starving a jury into a verdict. 


A similar custom Avas once so pre- 


valent in the province and city of 
Benares that Brahmins were some- 
times systematically put through a 
course of training to enable them to 
endure a long time without food. 
They were then sent to the door of 
some rich person, Avhere theypnblicly 
made a VOAV to remain fasting until a 
certain sum of money was paid or un- 
til they perished from starvation. To 
cause the death of a Brahmin was con- 
sidered so heinous an offense that the 
cash was generally forthcoming, but 
never Avithout a resolute struggle to 
determine whether the man Avas likely 
to prove stanch, for the 
average 


Oriental will almost as soon give up 
his life as his money.—Boston Jour- 
nal. 


Hanging a Bull. 


About the year 1313 a bull belong- 


ing to a farmer of Moisy killed a man, 
Avhereupon Charles Count of Valois 
ordered its arrest and trial, which 
took place accordingly, and the animal 
was condemned to be hanged. But 
the order of the Hospitallers claimed 
jurisdiction over the village, and ap- 
pealed to the Parlement against the 
judgment. The latter confirmed the 
verdict, hut declared at the same time 
that the Count of Valois had no juris- 
diction over the territory of Moisy. 
The bull was hanged in dne course. 
The Council of Worms decreed that, 
in a case where a child was stnng to 
death by bees, the whole hive and its 
contents must be burned.—Cornhill 
Magazine.

SHOULD COWS BE CARDED. 


Most certainly cows should be kept 
clean, and they cannot be without being 
frequently carded and brushed. 
One 
who tries it the first time will nob 
need to think about the matter. 
The 
way the cows will turn their heads and 
necks and stop eating to enjoy the 
scratching of the skin and the final 
brushing will tell an intelligible story 
of how they like it. 
As the skin is an 
excretory organ and throws off a large 
quantity of waste matter, as may be 
known by the odor of a close stable, 
if it is not kept in healthful action by 
this carding and brushing, this matter 
is retained in the blood and cannot 
help but get into the milk, where it 
makes that strong odor which has been 
called the animal odor. 
It is, how­ 
ever, only the odor of a dirty skin, as 
is so well known*to apply to human 
beings who are not cleanly in this di­ 
rection. 
Cows Bhould be well carded 
and brushed before every milking. 
The udder and teats should not be 
neglected either, as these may badly 
need washing at times.—New York 
Times,

Yet what child does not 
learn at an early age the penalty 
of contact between tender flesh and 
cold iron on a biting winter’s day? It 
is possible that any man whose baby 
fingers have dung to frozen iron until 
perhaps the skin was torn from them, 
can so far forget the sting as to force 
the same biting iron into the moist, 
tender mouth of a brute, as sensitive 
t£> suffering as he himself? 
“ Can’t 
take time to warm bits;” “only hurts 
a minute;” “ thay don’t mind i t “ do 
hold them against the horse’s body 
sometimes,” are some of the excuses 
and makeshifts we hear, but they are 
poor ones at the best. 
Whatever is 
worth doing is worth doing well, and 
it really takes no extra time to thor­ 
oughly warm the horses’ bits. 


If the team is to bo harnessed early 
in the morning, it must be fed before 
breakfast, and the bridle«* can bo 
brought to the kitchen fire to grow 
warm and comfortable for the horses 
while the master is ministering to his 
own comfort.

“ Where land is plentiful—and on 
most farms there are many acres that 
yearly go to waste—this should not 
be, for in planting a small bed and 
taking care of it there would not be 
more than one or two whole days in a 
year spent upon it, and at the end of 
the third year the planter would be 
richly rewarded for his labor. 


First of all have your land in good 
shape, and don’t be afraid of the ma­ 
nure or fertilizer. 
Purchase your 
seed from some good house, as the 
seed is the foundation upon which 
your future bed will rest. 
Sow it 
thinly m rows one foot apart during 
the months of April or May, according 
to the weather, and keep down all 
weeds. 
To procure 
good strong 
healthy plants thin out the seedlings 
to three or four ;inches in the rows, 
saving only the strong ones. 


One year can be gained upon this 
system by buying from you seedsman 
year-old plants, which should be set 
out in spring in a rich sand loam, 
which has been plowed at least eight- 
een inches deep and has had a liberal 
amount of well rotted manure worked 
into it. 
If your soil is of* stiff clav, 
• 
w 
add plenty of sand to it and also somo 
sifted coal ashes, which will serve to 
loosen it up. 
You should also make 
some preparation for under-drainage. 


Every fall a good dressing,1 of coarse 
manure should be applied after the 
tops have been cut, and in the spring 
this should be forked in. 


In cutting the crops never cut the 
roots too closely, as they need the ben­ 
efit of at least a little foliage, or else 
they will weaken and die during the 
cold season.—New York Witness.

what Willard G. Day, an inventor, of 
Baltimore, Md., promises. 


Electricity, says the New York Her- 


ald, is the chief agent Mr. Day pro- 
poses to employ in the production of 
Imtter directly from the vegetables 
which form the food of cattle whose 
milk is used in the churn. 


Mr. Pay discovered first that thepe- 


. culiar characteristic traits of different 
^ varieties of butter, cheese, etc., were 
owing to two general causes. 
One 


was the kind of food on which the 
cow was fed; the other was the kind 
of microbe nourished at and by the 
roots or the plant which furnished the 
iood to the cow. 


Armed with these two secrets, M.-. 


Day began his work, which consisted 
in extracting and then assembling ar- 
tificially the same products wluch°are 
usually' brought about by nature. 


He succeeded in producing from the 


vegetable kingdom oils which differed 
very slightly from those of the animal 
kingdom. Having gone this far, the 
next step was to change the vegetable 
oil by giving it the same chemical con- 
stitution as that possessed by the ani- 
mal article desired— in other words to 
make the. animal butter oil out of 
grass, corn, and 
similar 


substances. 


The secret in this part of the proc- 


ess Mr. Day found to consist iii the 
fact that animal and vegetable* carbo- 
hydrates strongly resembleeach other. 
The differences which are found in 
oils are nearly all owing to the nitro- 
genous sheaths in which the globules 
of oil are contained. 
Thus to this 


sheath is due the tallowy smell of tai- 
lor,-, the mutton smell of mutton, as 
•well as all the rank odors of many veg- 
etable oils.

The best way to destroy mice and 


rats is to catch them, writes "White 
Ribbon." For mice, I set a pau 01 
wide mouthed washbowl, in a closet 01 
cellar, filling it with milk or water 
on which bran has been sprinkled. 
Five drowned mice have been found 
in one earthen washbowl in the morn- 
ing. For rats, a larger vessel must 
be set, such as a barrel or tub. 
Part- 


ly fill with water, sprinkle bran on the 
surface, tie a bit of meat or fish as 
bait, to a chip, and let it float on the 
water. 
Make a walk of board for the 


rats to climb up on, and the trap is 
ready. 


I have caught many mice with bov.'ls 


and tin kettles. 
Use a strip of paste- 


board an inch wide by four long. Bend 
in the middle forming a rectangular 
triangle. 
To one end pin a bait of 


meat, fish or cheese, and stand the 
strip on one end on the shelf, balanc- 
ing one edge of the kettle on the cor- 
ner where it is bent. The other edge 
of the kettle's mouth rests on the 
ehelf, and the baited end of paste- 
board bends forward inside of the 
mouth. 
The mouse must go inside, 


directly under the mouth, to nibble 
the bait, and as the slightest jar dis- 
turbs the kettle from its precarious 
position, Mr. Mouse is imprisoned.

continued use of an orange or shad- 
dock before breakfast will diminish 
the power of stomach digestion for 
cereals, or such foods as require only 
intestinal digestion. 


The papaw and pineapple belong to 


a class alone. They contain a vegeta- 
ble pepsin which assists in the diges- 
tion of the nitrogenous principles. 
These fruits, then,may be served with 
meats, and will aid iu~their digestion; 
when served with bread and buttei 
they do not form so good a diet. They 
are more digestible raw than tooked, 
as the heal destroys the arthity of the 
ferments. 


The fashion of adding sugar to 


fruits should be avoided, as they have 
aheady Iwu endowed with a sufficient 
amount of sugar, and as all the starch 
and coronls arc converted into sugai 
any fnithtr amount would be stored 
in the system, to its detriment.

AN AUCTION FOR WIVES. 


U n d e r th o G reen w o o d T ree in th e C olonial 
D ay s o f V irg in ia . 


From the earliest settlement of the 
colonies tlifcre has always been a defect 
in the distribution of women in this 
country. 
It is a historical fact that 
while one section has always suffered 
from an embarrassment 
of riches 
another has iDined in a needless priva­ 
tion. 
At the outset of American col­ 
onization the wilderness was hungry 
for men to till it, and thousands of 
the idle laborers of London and Bris­ 
tol poured into the new Eldorado. 


Robert Beverly, in his “ History of 
Virginia,” published in 1705 a id 1722, 
says: “ Those that went over to that 
country iirst were chiefly single men, 
who had 
not the incumbrance of 
wives and children in England; and 
if they had, they did not expose them 
to the fatigue and hazard of so long a 
voyage, until they saw how it should 
fare with themselves. 
From hence it 
came to pass that when they were set­ 
tled there and in a comfortable way of 
subsisting a family, they grew sen­ 
sible of the misfortune of wanting 
wives, and such as had left wives in 
England sent for them, but the single 
men were put to their shifts. 


“ Under the difficulty they had no 
hopes but that tho plenty in which 
they lived might invite modest women 
of small fortunes to go thither from 
England. 
However, th y would not 
receive any but such as could carry 
sufficient certiiicate of their modesty 
and good behavior. 
Those, if they 
were but moderately qualified in all 
other respects, might depend upon 
marrying well in those days, without 
any fortune. 
Nay, tho first planters 
were so iar from expecting money 
with a woman that ’twas a common 
thing for them to buy a cleserving 
wife that carried good testimonials of 
her character, at the price of £100, 
aud make themselves believe they had 
a bargain. 


“In one year Sir Edwin provided a 
passage for 
1201 
new emigrants. 
Among these were ninety agreeable 
young women, poor but respectable, 
to furnish wives to the colonists, This 
new commodity was transported at 
the expense of the colony, aud sold to 
the young planters, and the following 
year another consignment was made 
of sixty maids of virtuous education, 
young, handsome and M'ell recom­ 
mended. 
A wife in the first lot sold 
for 100 
pounds of 
tobacco, 
but 
as the value of the new article became 
known in the market the price rose, 
and a.wife would bring 150 pounds of 
tobacco. 
A debt for a wife was of a 
higher dignity than other debts, and 
to be paid first.” 


In a letter still in existence, dated 
London, August 21,1(321, and directed 
to a worthy colonist of 
that settle­ 
ment, the writer says; 


“ We send you in the ship one 
widow and eleven maids for wives for 
the people of Virginia. 
There hath 
been 
especial 
care 
had 
in 
the 
choice of them, for there hath not one 
of them been received but upon good 
commendations. 


4‘In case they cannot be presently 
married, we desire that they may be 
put with several householders that 
have wives.” 


But the writer of this epistle had 
little reason to fear that any of the 


“ maidens faire” would bo left over. 
Tho archives of Virginia prove that 
theso 
first cargoes of young ladies 
were put up at auction beneath the 
green 
trees of Jamestown, where 
probably tho most anxious and inter­ 
ested crowd of auction habitues over 
known in the history of the world 
were 
gathered, and* sold for 120 
pounds of leaf tobacco each, and it 
was ordered that this 
debt should 
have precedence of all others. 
The 
solitary “ one widow” went along with 
the others, for they could not be par­ 
ticular in those days. 
Tho good 
minister of the colony no doubt had a 
busy time that day. 
Ho did not men­ 
tion any fees, nor did the bridegrooms 
think of tendering any. 
All was joy 
and gladness.--Buffalo (N. Y.) Nows. 


DEBT-COLLECTING BY STARVATION. 


T h e A b su rd M ahvattn M eth o d as P ra c tic e d 
in I n d ia —S to u ter S to m a c h W in s. 


Many queer stories aro told of the 
persistence and clever devices of tho 
collectors of 
bad debts, but even 
a professional humorist would find it 
hard to invent anything more absurd 
than the method actually in use among 
the Mahrattas—at least, if travelers’ 
tales are to be trusted. 


In that country—so they say—when 
a creditor cannot get his money and 
begins to regard the debt as desperate, 
ho proceeds to sit “ dhurna” upon his 
debtor—that is, he squats down at the 
door of his victim’s tent, and thereby, 
in some mysterious way, becomes 
master of the situation. 
No onb can 
go in or out except by his sanction. 
He neither himself eats nor allows his 
debtor to eat, and this extraordinary 
starvation contest is kept up until 
either the* debt is paid or the creditor 
gives up the siege, and in the latter 
case the debt is held to bo canceled. 


However strange it may appear to 
Europeans, this method of enforcing 
a demand is an established and almost 
universal usage among the Mahrattas, 
and seems to them a mere matter of 
course. 
Even their “Scindiah,” or 
chieftain, is not exempt from it. 


The laws by which the “dhurna” is 
regulated are as well defined as those 
of any other custom whatever. 
When 
it is meant to be very strict the claim­ 
ant takes with him a number of his 
I followers, who surround the tent, and 
sometimes even the bed of his adver­ 
sary to make sure that he obtains no 
morsel of food. 
The code, however, 
prescribes the same abstinence for the 
man who imposes the ordeal; and, of 
course, the strongest stomach wins the 
day. 
After all, we have little right* to 
ridicule this absurdity, for our own 
laws still provide, nominally at least, 
for starving a jury into a verdict. 


A similar custom was once so pre­ 
valent in the province and city of 
Benares (hat Brahmins were some­ 
times systematically put through a 
course of training to enable them “to 
endure a long time without food. 
They were then sent to the door of 
some rich person, where theypublicly 
made a vow to remain fasting until a 
certain sum of money was paid or un­ 
til they perished from starvation. 
To 
cause the death of a Brahmin was con­ 
sidered so heinous an offense that the 
cash was generally forthcoming, but 
never without a resolute struggle to 
determine whether the man was likely 
to prove stanch, for the 
average 
Oriental will almost as soon give up 
his life as his money.—Boston Jour­ 
nal.

About the year 1313 a bull belong­ 
ing to a farmer of Moisy killed a man, 
whereupon Charles Count of Valois 
ordered its arrest aud trial, which 
took place accordingly, and the animal 
was condemned to be hanged.

MAKING BUTTER DIRECT FROM THE 
FOOD FED TO CATTLE.

what Willard ft. Day, an inventor, of 
Baltimore, McL, promises. 


Electricity, says the New York Her­ 
ald, is the chief agent Mr. Day pro­ 
poses to employ in the production of 
butter directly from the vegetables 
which form the food of cattle whose 
milk is used in the churn. 


Mr, Day discovered first that the pe­ 
culiar characteristic traits of different 
varieties of butter, cheese, etc., were 
“owing to two general causes. 
One 
was the kind of food 011 which the 
cow was fed; the other was the kind 
of microbe nourished at and by the 
roots or the plant which furnished the 
iood to the cow. 


Armed with these two secrets, Mr. 
Day began his work, which consisted 
in extracting and then assembling ar­ 
tificially the same products which are 
usually* brought about by nature. 


He succeeded in producing from (he 
vegetable kingdom oils which differed 
very slightly from those of the animal 
kingdom. 
Having gone this far, the 
next step was to change the vegetable 
oil by giving it the same chemical con­ 
stitution as that possessed by the ani­ 
mal article desired—in other words to 
make the. animal butter oil out of 
grass, corn, and 
similar vegetable 
substances. 


The secret in this part of the j^roc- 
ess Mr. Day found to consist in the 
fact that animal and vegetable* carbo­ 
hydrates strongly resemble each other. 
The differences which are found in 
oils are nearly all owing to the nitro­ 
genous sheaths in which the globules 
of oil are contained. 
T hus to this 


sheath is due the tallowv smell of tal- 


t 
low, the mutlon smell of mutton, as 
well as all the rank odors of many veg­ 
etable oils. 
r Wlien oils are extracted by heat, or 
the mechanical violence of pressure, 
the deletcreous nitrogenous character­ 
istics of the globule sheaths are im­ 
parted to the oil globules themselves, 
and no art can separate them af­ 
terward. 
Here comes in the great 
discovery in the use of the electric 
light. 
* 


Mr. Day found that when these oils 
and fats were subjected to the radiant 
«energy of powerful electric light the 
nitrogenous sheaths were shrivelled 
and their contents put in a condition 
to be milked out or extracted by a gen­ 
tle pressure, without being contami­ 
nated by the characteristics of the an­ 
imal or plant itself. 


Another effect was also produced. 
Whatever microbe was associated with 
any particular oil or fat was killed by 
the actinic power of the light, thus leav­ 
ing the article free from any of its native 
microbes and ready to be used as a 
culture medium for any desired mi­ 
crobe. 


Among the microbes {destroyed by 
tho light are those which cause putre­ 
faction and decay, and so the articles 
acted 011 by the light are readily pre­ 
served as long as they are protected 
from new invasions of nature’s liost of 
destroyers. 
As a result, the various 
kinds of butter, cheese.etc.,madeunder 
the Day processes show most remark­ 
able keeping powers, far surpassing 
those produced by the old fashioned 
methods. 


For the same reason, the new arti­ 
cles are not affected by an}r diseases, 
?mch 
as tuberculosis 
and typhoid 
fever, which may be carried and trans­ 
mitted in the milk of cows, as well as 
by contamination from barnyard asso­ 
ciations. 


The day process does not end with 
the treatment of fats and oils, but is 
applied to all tho iiesh of animal?, as 
well as of iish, crabs, oysters, fruits 
and vegetables. 
Mr. Day found that 
tho application of the radiant energy 
from the electric light produced pe­ 
culiar and wonderful effects on all 
these substances. 
l?resh meat was 
made rigid and hard as wood. 
It 
could then be ground or pulverized 
into powder, and this, when put into 
water, would swell up, 
and when 
cooked would have the substance and 
the good qualities of fresh meat. The 
electric curing process reduced four 
pounds of meat to ono pound. In this 
‘condition it could be transported any­ 
where, and would keep in any climate. 
Then by adding the requisite amount 
of water the article would be ready to 
be cooked and served up,thus furnish­ 
ing an idjeal meat, as to which “ diges­ 
tion waits 011 appetite, and health on 
both.” 


Mr. Day tested the merits of his proc- 
cess in many ways. 
He found that 
meats could be cured in large or small 
pieces; in fact, that by suitable ex­ 
posure to the electric light, bodies of 
any size might be first disinfected 
from all microbes, and then preserved 
indefinitely. 
No 
matter what the 
.germ might be, the inventor found 
that powerful light was fatal to it. He 
experimented with the entire range 
of germs supplied by the physicians 
of the Johns Hopkins hospital, and 
killed them all. 


Extending the range of his process, 
Mr, Day found that fruits and vegeta­ 
bles could either be preserved very 


nearly in their natural condition and 
size, or they could be made dry and 
hard as wood, reduced in size, and 
weight, then ground to powder and af­ 
terward (restored again to a food form 
by supjAyiug moisture.

I Chinese P o e to rs H a v e IJMle K now ledge 
I 
of A natom y, and I>o "Not Kven H ave to 
H a v e a CertKleate—T h e y Give M ig h ty 
M ix tu re s—Odd Ideas of Surjjery. 
My experience among the Chinese, 
writes J. T. Scharf in the Washington 
Star, has brought me in contact uith 
I the strangest medical system in the 
world. 
If any local county medical 
society were to look into the methods 
pursued by the 
Chinese physicians 
I in the United States there would be 
found material enough to keep that 
society occupied in the law courts for 
years. 


It is a fact not generally known 
that nearly every Chinese mercantile 
store in this country has attached to 
it a Chinese doctor and a pharmaceuti­ 
cal department. 
In China every one 
chooses his own occupation, aud any 
person may assume the title of phy­ 
sician without having given previous 
I avidenco of his 
professional com­ 
petency. 
There are 110 medical col­ 
leges and no examination tests exist 
to worry the minds of the would-be 
practitioners. 
And 
neither 
are 
diplomas asked for or granted. 
Any 
quack or the most ignorant bumpkin 
may become a practicing physician, 
and by his success and non-success in 
the profession he stands or falls. This 
unlimited liberty of selecting an oc­ 
cupation has resulted in making the 
Chinese medical profession enormous, 
and when the Chinese start a business 
a Chinese doctor is ahvavs included 
as one of the partners and he acts as 
physician and apothecary for the firm, 
in China Chinese apothecaries, before 
they can carry 011 their business,must 
pa*s an examination and must exhibit 
a diploma from the examination board. 
Medical study consists in mechanically 
learning the old 
Chinese medical 
works, and’ when joossible, the in­ 
herited knowledge of remedies all in 
accordance with the Chiuesc maxim, 
“ The older the better.” 


When a physician has been unsuc­ 
cessful he retires with the common 
Chinese adage. 
“ There is medicine 
for sickness, but none for fate.” 
The 
visits and 
examinations 
are 
very 
reasonable in price aud vary in amount 
from 15 cents to i$l. 
The fee is 
wrapped up in red paper aud is called 
“ golden thanks.” 
The prescriptions 
furnished are remarkably large. 


The pathology (shang-lian) of the 
Chines** is very incomplete. 
All dis­ 
eases, especially epidemic diseases, 
are ascribed to spirits and winds, and 
cold and warm humors, etc., are as­ 
signed in accordance with their benign 
or malign character to Xo (the good 
principle) or Yu (the evil principle.) 
To Yo belongs acute infhunmatory 
fever, to Yru, hectic fever, etc. 
There 
are, according to Chinese pathology, 
10,000 varieties of 
fevers. 
They 
imagine there is a distinct and differ­ 
ent jmlse in every part of the body. 
They “play upon” Die pulses as is 
done in playing tho piano, where we 
feel it. 
I 11 this practice the changes 
of the moon aud the seuson of the 
year are considered. The performance 
often lasts several hours in 
the 
“heavenly spot” -the upper part of 
tlie carotid artery, 01* 011 the “ earthly 
spot,” near the ankle, or the “ human 
spot,” at the wrist, with three fingers 
— sometimes 011 the right arm, some­ 
times on the left, now higher up now 
lower down, now on one side, again 
on both sides, etc. 
The three fingers 
used are the index, the middle and 
the little linger. 
Ueyuse, the index 
finger, indicates the spirits of the 1 
liver; Quan, the middle finger, the 
spleen, and Shaker, the little finger, 
indicating the heart. 
In diseases’ of 
the heart, the leit pulse is investigated, 
in those of the liver the right. 
Each 
speck of the tongue and every dis­ 
coloration of the organ 
points to 
special disease» and viscera. 
Thus, a 
red tongue indicates warmth of tlie 
h eart-an d the south; a white tongue 
—the lungs—and tho west, etc. 


Anatomy and physiology occupy the 
lowest grade 
in Chinese 
medical 
science. 
In their veneration of the 
dead dissection of the human body is 
of course, excluded, and they never 
practice amputation. 
They do not 
know the distinction between arteries 
and veins, and call the lienrt “ the hus­ 
band” and tho lungs “ the wife.” The 
Chinese enumerate 305 bones, in­ 
cluding eijrht for the male and six for 
the female cranium, twelve ribs in 
men aud fourteen in women. 
The 
circulation, according to their ideas, 
flows outward from the lungs live 
times in twenty^four hours and termi­ 
nates in the liver. 
The bile is the 
special origin to the voice, tho spleen 
is the seat of reason, and with the 
heart, furnishes ideas; the liver is the 
granary of the soul, while the stomach | 
is the resting place of the mind, etc. 
Chinese ¡direnologists look for tho 
principal characteristics of a man in 
his forehead, and for a woman in the 
back part of the cranium. 


There is a distinction between phy­ 
sicians and surgeons, and it is more 
sharply defined than with us. 
livery 
man is expected to stick to his own 
branch of the profession. 
The sur­ 
geons are extremely ignorant, are as­ 
signed to inferior service and receive 
little pay, so that their shops are 
poor, 
Chinese surgery (wae-ka) em­ 
braces the practice of acupunchere. 


which is regarded as a universal rcme* 
dy, aud has for its object tho quicken­ 
ing of the “ vital spirits.” 
It is prac­ 
ticed by twisting or driving a needle 
inserted into tho body, ami in the first 
case it is called nedschibari, in tho 
last udschibari. 
By this operation a 
free passage is supposed to be made 
for the “ winds. ” 
Besides this, Chi­ 
nese surgery includes application of 
moxes cupping, inoculation, 
para- 
eenteris of the eye and bleeding. Sur­ 
gical operations are chiefly confined to 
removing a tooth, pricking sores and 
humors with needles and trying to re­ 
duce discolorations and reunite frac­ 
tures by pressure or bandaging. 
Un­ 
der ordinary circumstances, they make 
shift with poultices—in this live cat’s 
liver is specially popular—while frac­ 
tures are treated by extension. Poul­ 
tices made of many strange or dis­ 
gusting substances are applied to in­ 
jured parts. 
Vivisection is rarely at­ 
tempted, but leeches and cupping are 
employed to remove the blood from a 
particular spot. 
Kneading of the 
muscles (massage), which is said to 
have been in use 2000 years before 
Christ, is likewise practiced. 
The 
Chineso also claim to have been able 
for thousands of years to produce 
anaesthesia by means of the prepara­ 
tion, mago. 


The Chinese despise our science, 
and prefer to swallow down mighty 
mixtures fearfully and wonderfully 
brewed, which for ever so many hun­ 
dred years have been mentioned as in­ 
fallible 
remedies. 
The 
Chinese 
pharmacology consists of forty octavo 
volumes, and contains remedies from 
the vegetable and animal kingdoms al­ 
most exclusively, and is very copious. 
It includes G50 different kinds of 
leaves, about 350 vegetable medicines, 
50 mineral and 78 animal. 
The use of 
acids and reagents is unknown, for 
they imply more knowledge of chem­ 
istry than the Chinese possess. Their 
medicines are arranged 
under six 
heads- -tonics, astringents, resolvents 
purgatives, alteratives of poisonous 
humors and of the blood. Among 
many herbal medicines, which un­ 
doubtedly are more or less tonics, we 
find that the same qualities are as­ 
cribed to stalactite, fresh tops of stag 
horns, dried red spotted lizards, silk­ 
worm moths, black and white lead, 
tortoise shell and dog’s meat. 


(t ins eng, which used to be sold for 
eight times its weight in silver, stands 
at the head of all remedies. 
Tea, in 
various modes of preparation, is much 
valued as a medicine, and different 
parts of rare animals are included in 
the list with the reputation of prop­ 
erties as multifarious and inconsistent 
as the pills of a quack.

Apples, as a rule, are more easily 
digested cooked than raw, although 
raw apples are more palatable. 


Fruits are more appetizing, and,p.* * 
haps, more easily digested, if taken m 
the early part of the day—whether«*! 
not before tlie breakfast must be de 
termined by the eater. 


Grapes, oranges and shaddocks m.i v 
be served before the cereal. 
Bake« I 
apples, peaches, baked bananas, iig% 
dates, prunes or stewed fruits should 
be served at the close oi the break­ 
fast. 


The sub-acid fruits, such as apple*, 
figs, dates, peaches, persimmons,pear 
prunes and apricots, are, perhaps, the 
best of the winter fruits, and may be 
used to good advantage with animal 
foods. 


Raisins, sultanas, 
dried figs and 
prunes should be soaked thoroughly, 
so that they may take up the same 
amount of water with which they haw; 
parted in the process of drying, and 
should then be heated just enough to 
soften the skins. 


Acid fruits must at all times be used 
most sparingly, especially by person* 
inclined to rheumatic troubles. 
The 
continued use of an orange or shad 
dock before breakfast will diminish 
the power of stomach digestion foi 
cereals, or such foods as require only 
intestinal digestion. 


The papaw and pineapple belong to 
a class alone, 
They contain a vegeta 
ble pepsin which assists in the diges 
tion of the nitrogenous principles, 
These fruits, then,may be served with 
meats, and will aid in their digestion, 
when served with bread and butte) 
they do not form so good a diet. The,) 
are more digestible raw than cooked, 
as the heat destroys the activity of the 
ferments. 


The fashion of adding sugar tc 
fruits should be avoided, as they have 
already been endowed with a sufficient 
amount of sugar, aud as all the starch 
and cereals are converted into sugai 
any further amount would be stored 
in the system, to its detriment.

York means more than to be a success- 
ful lawyer in probably any other city 
iu the world. 
In no other city are 


fees so high for the great lawyers or 
so low for the little ones. 
You can 


•?et the services ot a Tombs shyster 
for a dollar, or those of one of half a 
dozen others for a little less than a 
million. 
There is no maximum or 


minimum fee. New York lawyers 
charge just what they can get, and 
put their own valuation on the ser- 
vices that they render. 
A good law- 


yer—but, of course, not one of the 
great lights of the bar—will try a case 
at from $10 to $200 a day, and many 
others just as good will do the same 
thing for half this sum, while the 
fees charged by the men who are con- 
sidered as being at the head of their 
profession are well nigh incredible. 


"It pays to be a lawyer after you 


have succeeded in making a reputa- 
tion, and it ^pays in proportion with 
that reputation, said one who is at the 
top. 
"Of course, it takes time to 


build up a reputation," and success to 
many men comes late in life. 
When 


attained, however, it is substantial. 
Perhaps the best paying business for 
a lawyer is that of attorney to corpo- 
rations. As au example of the high 
fees paid to corporation attorneys I 
may mention that John E. Parsons

The First Polar Explornr. 


The hardy mariners who were the 


pioneers In polar discovery achieved 
wonders, considering that they ba«I 
everything to learn about methods of 
arctic "work and their vessels and 
equipment were very Inadequate. One 
of the greatest of all arctic voyagers, 
says Harper's Weekly, -was the man 
who commanded the first true polar ex- 
pedition, William Banrtz. He sailed 
from Holland in 1504 on the little fish- 
Ins smack Mercurious. and. the object 
of his voyage shows how Ignorant the 
merchants and seamen of those days 
•were as to the navigability of arctic 
seas. Barentz pushed into the unknown 
for the purpose of sailing around the 
north end of Nova Zembla, and find- 
Ing a northeast passage to China; and 
so for a month he skirted the wall of 
Ice that barred his way, seeking in ev- 
ery direction, for a lane by which he 
might travel through the pack, putting 
his vessel about eighty-one times, and 
traveling back and forth along the ice 
edge for seventeen hundred miles. The 
highest north he attained during this 
careful examination of the ice edge 
vras G14 statute miles south of the 
highest point reached by Nausea or 
874 miles from the pole.

Great Bell Cracked, Broken tip, Rec«»t, 


and Tlicti Cracked Again. 


"Big Ben," so called after Sir Benja- 


mill Hall, who was the first commis- 
sioner of works, when the order for the 
clock was given, was cast lii 1850 at 
Norton, pear Stodcton-ou-Tees. 


From the North of England this 


enormous bell, weighing sixteen tons, 
was conveyed to London by sea, where 
it had, on a small scale, almost as ad- 
venturous a passage as the Egyptian 
obelisk which now graces the Thames 
embankment. Once or twice during the 
voyage, Indeed, it was feared that it 
would send the vessel bearing it to the 
bottom of the ocean. Not very long 
after the clock had been placed in a 
temporary position at Westminster— 
on Oct. 24, 1857—and while it was be- 
ing rung, a# was customary for a short 
time at 1 o'clock on Saturdays, It was 
noticed that it had a cracked, uncer- 
tain sound. 


On a minute examination with a 


lighted candle o crack was discovered 
to extend from the rim about half way 
up the side. The catastrophe to an in- 
strument wnicn cost i.;i,;i-id vait;ea the 
question as to who was to pay for re- 
casting It. The founders repudiated 
responsibility, declaring that too heavy 
a clapper (it weighing 12 cwt.) had been 
used. The authorities, however, placed 
on record that it was "porous, unhomo- 
geneous, unsound, and a defective cast- 
In?." 


Be that as It may, "Big Ben" was 


broken up and recast at a cost of £700. 
[ts weight was 13 tons 10 cwt. 3 qr. 15 
Ibs., its diameter 9 feet, and its height 
outside 7 feet 6 inches. It was rung for 
the first time on Nov. 18,1858. 


Alas! in less than a year after this 


the new bell ceased to strike the hours, 
having become more seriously cracked 
than its predecessor. The crack, which 
was inside, was three inches in extent. 
For about three years afterward the 
hours were struck on the largest of the 
quarter bells. The experiment was 
then tried of turning the great bell 
round so as to present a fresh place for 
the hammer, or clapper, to strike on. 
With a light hammer this experiment 
proved so far satisfactory that during 
the thirty-eight years that have elapsed 
the fissure does not seem to have in- 
creased; and it is possible when the 
wind is favorable to distinctly hear it 
in most of the suburbs booming out the 
midnight hour.—London Mail.

The Mystery of Sleep. 


The sleep of a human being, if we 


ire not too busy to attend to the mat- 
ter, always evokes a certain feeling of 
awe. 
Go into a room where a person

People who remember how constantly 
they see old Jones asleep in the club 
library will smile at this; but look 
quietly and alone at even old Jones, 
and the sense of mystery will soon de- 
velop.

The person who is breathing 
so loudly as to take away all thought 
of death causes the sense of awe quite 
as easily as the silent sleeper who 
hardly seems to breathe.

sleeping figure—a smiling, irrespon- 
sible doll of flesh and blood, but a 
doll [to whom in a second may be 
recalled a proud, active, controlling 
consciousness which will rirle his bod- 
ily and his mental horse with a hand 
of iron, which will force that body to 
endure toil and misery, and will make 
that mind, now wandering in paths of 
fantastic fully, grapple with some great 
problem, or throw all its force into 
the ruling, the saving, or the destruc- 
tion of mankind. The corpse is only 
so much bone, muscle and tissue. 
The sleeping body is the house which 
a quick aad eager master has only left 
for an hour or so. Let any one -who 
thinks sleep is no myfetery, try to ob- 
serve in himself the process by which 
sleep comes, and to nolice how and 
when and under what conditions he 
loses consciousness. 
He will, of 


course, utterly fail to put his finger 
on the inonieut of sleep coming, but 
in striving to get as close as he can to 
the phenomena of sleep, he will real- 
ize how great, is the mystery which he 
is trying to fathom.—London Specta-

According to Sworn Testimony in 


Sheriff Martin's Defense. 


Wllkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 23.—When the 


fourth week of the trial of Sheriff Mar- 
tin and his deputies began Monday last 
the prosecution had only two more wit- 
nesses to hear before closing. They 
were James Hennahan, of Lattimer, 
and Mike Damschak. Their testimony 
added nothing new, though Hennahan 
identified a number of the deputies. 


Mr. George S. Ferris made the open- 


ing address for the defense, speaking 
for over an hour. He presented in &t- 
tail the facts of the case as the defense 
hopes to prove them. In the first place 
it will endeavor to show that there had 
been rioting throughout the region; 
that the sheriff was justified in calling 
out the posse, that he was brutally as- 
saulted by the strikers before the fatal 
shooting at Lattimer, and that the 
strikers were armed and fired the first 
shots. 


Mrs. Catherine Weisenborn, the first 


•witness, testified that one of the strik- 
ers, Gasperick, on the day of the shoot- 
ing entered Mike Kinaski's house arid 
threatened to kill him unless he joined 
the strikers, but Kinaski escaped. The 
strikers were armed with clubs and 
stones, and some had revolvers. Mrs. 
Eliza Grace, Mrs. Rose Gillespie, Mrs. 
Charles Miller and Mrs. Brennan all 
declared that the strikers were armed, 
and that the inhabitants fled to the ' 
brush in terror. Mrs. Michael Galla- 
gher swore she was stoned by the strik 
ers. 


The first witness yesterday was Mrs. 


James Edmondson, who lives at Har- 
wood. She said that on the day of the 
shooting she heard a neighbor shout, 
"Skin out; the strikers are' coming." 
Continuing, witness said, "I saw the 
men. They all had clubs. My man and 
Riy boarders hid behind the shanty, and 
I went to protect my sick boy in the 
house. They found my husband, and 
tried to get him away. I grabbed him 
and after a lot of words they let him 
go. This testimony was corroborated 
by the witness' husband. 


Peterd Wolfe, a driver at the Har- 


wood colliery, said: "When the Me- 
Adoo men came to Harwood on Tues- 
day, Sept. 7, one of them said: 'How 
would you like to be made go to Mc- 
Adoo?1 I said, 'Let me put the mules 
away first.' He waited, but I did not 
fo. On the Friday the strikers gather- 
«d to march to Lattimer I went down 
to the company store and we locked 
ourselves in. 
Afterward, when we 


thought the strikers had gone, we went 
out. One man chased me with^ a.r big 
club for a Ions distance.- i saw Joe 
Muhall that day with a club about four 
feet Ions. He was one of the leaders 
of the strikers." 


Mrs. Annie Catherine Draper, aged 


82, testified that on Sept. 10 the strik- 
ers came through Cranberry. They 
acted like wild men. One man was 
wrmed with a club and another with a j 
revolver. Another man picked up a 
stone and threw it at her. The stone 
weighed nearly a pound, and was pro- 
duced in court. Attorney Lenahan. 
holding it up before the jurors, said: 
"This Is one of the stones the strikers 
picked up to strike matches with." 


Thomas McNellis gave important tes- 


timony. 
He had charee of six men 


working on the public road when the 
strikers came along. They wanted the 
men on the road to stop work. Mc- 
Nellis expostulated with them. Th» 
strikers, however, were threatening, j 
and the men at work on the road, see- I 
Ing they -were outnumbered, agreed to ' 
go along with the strikers.

Mrs. Elizabeth Mumie, the next wit- • 


ness, said the strikers ran after the 
people at Cranberry, and several shots ' 
were 
fired.

William Gerlach, breaker boss at : 


Cranberry, testified that the strikers j 
were riotous and drove the men from I 
work at Hazleton No. 1 mine at Cran- { 
berry and at No. 1 breaker. The men ' 
traveled in bands of from 100 to 200. 
The strikers went into the houses at 
Harwood and drove the inmates out. ' 
They armed themselves with clubs and 
scrap iron at the breaker. 


Mrs. John Bonner and Margaret Ro- 


Gouse testified that the strikers were 
armed and the people terrified. 


Michael Dogostino, an Italian, de- 


clares he was dragged from a building 
by the strikers, but on pleading illness 
was released.

Opposite each mune are 
iifty-two spaces for credit marks. 
The 
roster is placed in the vestibule of tho 
church, where it remains, in plain 
view of every one entering the church. 
At the close of every month the roster 
is taken down and all who have con­ 
tributed anything to the current ex­ 
penses of the church are checked up 
in tho spaces opposite the names. The 
amount paid is not given, but the 
check indicates that something, how­ 
ever small, has been paid toward the 
support of the church. 
The contribu­ 
tion comes into the hands of the clerk 
by 
means of 
envelopes, and the 
amount and name are obtained in this 
way. 
The roster will show just wha 
has paid anything and who has not. 
It is claimed for tho system that the 
delinquents get tired after a while 
seeing the row 'of blanks after their 
names and begin to pay something in 
order to fill up the blank spaces.

ceived for defending the will of the 
late Commodore Vanderbilt.

“But there are lawyers who make 
noney in criminal ]n*actice, ” I re- 
jiarked. 


“ Yes, but they are few. 
If a man 
makes money by criminal practice it 
is due more to untiring industry than 
Oo anything else. 
He must be work­ 
ing all the time because his fees in m- 
lividual cases are small, 
A good fee 
in a criminal case would be from $500 
bo $1500, and there aro not many of 
rlie latter going.” 


In building up a practice it is an 
dm with all young lawyers to enlarge 
the number of their acquaintances, 
To this end they are nearly all in poli­ 
tics, and many are club members. 


Many of the great lawyers of New 
York practice like English barristers 
that is, they only appear in court— 
their cases being prepared by another 
lawyer. 
A number of young lawyers 
who have means are also aping this 
English fashion. 
Clever attorneys 
not very learned in the law, but good 
ut hunting clients, bring them cases. 
The latter charge moderate fees for 
trying them, and the attorneys get a 
great deal more out of the client.

Tlio hardy mariners who •were the 
pioneers iu polar discovery achieved 
wonders, considering that they hati 
everything to leam about methods of 
arctic work and their vessels ami 
equipment were very inadequate. Ono 
of the greatest of all arctic voyagers, 
says Harper’s Weekly, -was the man 
who commanded tbe first true polar ex­ 
pedition» William Banvtz. 
lie sailed 
from Holland in 1504 on the little fish­ 
ing smack Mercurious. and tbe object 
of bis voyage shows bow ignorant the 
merchants and seamen of those days 
were as to the navigability of arctic 
seas. Barentz pushed into tlio unknown 
for the purpose of sailing around tbe 
north end of Nova Zernbla, and find­ 
ing a northeast passage to China; and 
so for a month be skirted tbe wall of 
ice that barred his way, seeking in ev­ 
ery direction for a lane by -which be 
might travel through the pack, putting 
bis vessel about eiglvty-one times, and 
traveling back and forth along the Ice 
edge for seventeen hundred miles. Tbe 
highest nonth be attained during this 
careful examination of 
tbe ice edge 
was (314 statute miles south 
of tbe 
highest point reached by Nansen or 
874 miles from the pole.

“Big Ben/* so called after Sir Benja­ 
min Hall, who was the first commis­ 
sioner of works* when tho order for the 
clock was given, was cast in 1850 at 
Norton, .near Stockton-on-Tees. 


From the North of England this 
enormous bell, weighing sixteen tons, 
was conveyed to London by sen, where 
it had, on a small scale, almost as ad­ 
venturous a passage as tbe Egyptian 
obelisk which now graces tho Thames 
embankment. Once or twice during the 
voyage, Indeed, it was feared that it 
would send the vessel bearing It to the 
bottom of the ocean. 
Not very long 
after tbe clock had been placed in a 
temporary position at Westminster- 
on Oct. 24, 1837—and while it was be­ 
ing rung, os was customary for a short 
time at 1 o’clock on Saturdays, it was 
noticed that it had a cracked, uncer­ 
tain sound. 


On a minute examination with a 
lighted candle a crack was discovered 
to extend from tbe rim about half way 
up the side. The catastrophe to an in­ 
strument wmen cost i.s.aid valued tbe 
question as to who was to pay for re­ 
casting it. 
The founders repudiated 
responsibility, declaring that too heavy 
a clapper (it weighing 12 cwt.) had been 
used. The authorities, however, placed 
on record that it was “porous, unhomo- 
geneous, unsound, and a defective cast­ 
ing.” 


Be that as it may, “Big Ben” was 
broken up and recast at a cost of £700. 
Its weight was 13 tons 10 cwt. 3 qr. 15 
lbs., its diameter 9 feet, and its height 
outside 7 feet 0 inches. It was rung for 
the first time on Nov. 18, 1S5S. 


Alas! in less than a year after this 
the new bell ceased to strike the hours, 
having become more seriously cracked 
than its predecessor. The crack, -which 
was inside, was three inches in extent. 
For about three years afterward the 
hours were struck on tbe largest of the 
quarter bells. 
The experiment was 
then tried of turning the great bell 
round so as to present a fresh place for 
the hammer, or clapper, to strike on. 
With a light hammer this experiment 
proved so far satisfactory that during 
the thirty-eight years that have elapsed 
tbe fissure does not seem to have in­ 
creased; and it is possible when the 
wind is favorable to distinctly hear it 
in most of the suburbs booming out the 
midnight liotuv—London Mail.

plague cultures to 150 degrees Fahrn- 
heit for an hour.

identified a num ber of the deputies, 


Mr. George S. F erris m ade th e open­ 
in g address for the defense, speaking 
fo r over an hour. H e presented in en­ 
tail the facts of the case as th e defense 
hopes to prove them . In the first place 
i t will endeavor to show th a t there had 
been rioting 
throughout 
the region; 
t h a t the sheriff w as justified In calling 
o u t the posse, th a t he w as b ru ta lly a s ­ 
sau lted by the strik ers before th e fatal 
ehooting 
a t 
L attim er, and 
th a t the 
etrikers w ere arm ed and fired th e first 
shots. 


Mrs. C atherine W eisenborn, th e first 
'witness, testified th a t one of the strik ­ 
ers, Gasperick, on the day of the sh o o t­ 
in g entered Mike K in ask i’s house and 
th reaten ed to kill him unless he joined 
th e strikers, but K inaski escaped. 
The 
strik ers were arm ed 
with clubs 
an d 
»tones, and some h ad revolvers. 
Mrs. 
E liza Grace, Mrs. Rose Gillespie, Mrs. 
C harles Miller and Mrs. B ren n an all 
declared th a t the strikers were arm ed, 
a n d th a t the in h a b ita n ts fled to the 
b ru sh in terror. 
Mrs. Michael G a lla ­ 
g h er swore she w as stoned by the s trik ­ 
ers. 


The first w itness yesterday w a s Mrs. 
J a m e s Edm ondson, who lives a t H a r ­ 
wood. 
She said th a t on the d ay of the 
shooting she heard a neighbor shout, 
“ Skin out; the strikers are com ing.” 
Continuing, w itness said, “I saw the 
m en. They all had clubs. My m a n and 
m y boarders hid behind the shanty, and 
I w en t to protect m y sick boy in the 
house. 
They found m y husband, and 
tried to get him aw ay. 
I grabbed him 
a n d a fte r a lot of words they let him 
go. 
This testim ony w as corroborated 
b y the w itness' husband. 


P eterd Wolfe, a driver at th e H a r ­ 
wood colliery, said: 
“W hen the Me- 
Adoo m en came to Harwood on T u e s­ 
day, Sept. 7, one of them said: 
‘H ow . 
would you like to be m ade go to Me- 
Adoo?' I said, 
‘L et m e put th e m ules 
a w a y first/ 
H e w aited, b u t I did not 
go. On the F rid ay the strikers g a th e r­ 
ed to m a rch to L a ttim e r I w ent down 
to the com pany store an d we locked 
ourselves 
in. 
A fterw ard,

out. One m an chased me w ith a. big 
club for a Ion# distance.

New York, Feb. 22.—The Ward line 
steamer Seguranca arrived at Quaran- 
tine yesterday from Tampico and Ha- 
vana. The Seguranca arrived at H a - 
vana at 10 o'clock on the mornine after 
the disaster to the Maine and passed 
close by the wreck. The Seguranca's 
passenger.-i said that great excitement 
prevailed at Havana, and a t the time 
of sailing tho foreign population were 
generally of the opinion that the Maine 
was destroyed by design. They cited 
among other things in support of this 
theory the fact that the Spanish man- 
of-war, Alfonso XII, which was an- 
chored near the Maine, changed her 
moorings just previous to the d'sasier. 


C. P. Hoicomb, of New Castle, "Del.» 
general manager of a street railroad in 
Philadelphia, one of the passengers on 
board the Seguranca, was outspoken 
In his belief that the investigation a t 
Havana would reveal some startling 
circumstances. "I went to Havana," 
said Mr. Hoicomb, "not at all in sym- 
pathy 
with 
the Insurgents, but on 
Wednesday, Y»'hen we got to Havana, 
I believe any of the Americans on 
board was in a mood to commit mur- 
der» The flags of the Spanish v»^arship 
were not at half mast. The vessels of 
all other nationalities had paid 
this 
slight tribute to the dead. 


"The contrast between the bearing of 
the Spaniar<^;^and Cubans is strong. 
At the funfri^i^-of the Maine's feeamen 
the Cuban women in the streets were 
almost all dressed in mourning, while 
the Spanish women wore color's. The 
only American flags I saw in the v/hole 
procession weiti two small ones about 
three by s\x inches. I went aboard the 
Alfonso XII and was received politely. 
The only expression of regret I heard 
there was from an olTlcer, who com- 
plained that the force of the Maine 
explosion had broken his toilet but- 
tles. 
There can be no mistaking the 
indifference of the Spaniards in Ha- 
vana over the loss of the warship and 
those on board. On Thursday, 
while 
driving 
to the cemetery with two 
American friends. I was assailed with 
jeers, and some one threw a large 
stone at our carriage." 


F. W. Bobbett. of this city, who was 
with Mr, ilolcomb 
in the carriage, 
added: 


"That's perfectly true. In fact, one 
or two children yelled after us that 
they had blown up tho 'Americano,' 
and that they were glad of it. I did 
not hear a single expression of regret 
for the terrible loss of life from any 
Spaniard during the time I was in H a - 
vana," 


Frank Weinhelmer, of this city, an 
eye witness of the explosion and a fel- 
low passenger of Mr. Hoicomb, told 
the following story; 


"On Tuesday evening I strolled down 
to the water front for a breath of fresh 
air. A number of persons were Vv'alk- 
ingabitut the pier near the custom house. 
Theflrstlntlmatlon I had of an explosion 
waa a crunching sound. 
Then there 
came a terrible roar. Immense pieces 
of debris Hew skyward from the Maine. 
Some of them must have been thrown 
at least 300 feet. It looked as though 
the whole inside of the ship had been 
blown out. Many' persons on the pier 
were nearly thrown from their feet by 
the force of the explosion. The air be- 
came stming with 
smoke, and the 
crowd on the pier rushed back toward 
the city," 


.Mr. Weinhelmer said he heard an 
excited Spaniard declare shortly after 
the explosion that if tha "Americanos" 
sent another warship it also would be 
blown up. 


M. J. Naghton, an insurance man of 
Chicago, who was staying with his 
wife at the Grand Hotel Pasaje, de- 
scribed the panic which existed in Ha- 
vana shortly after the explosion, and 
said 
further: "The Spanish officials 
%vere quick to express sympathy, and 
acted very well as a whole, but I think 
their expressions of regret lacked the 
spontaneity and warmth which would 
have been characteristic of an Amer- 
ican city had such a disaster occurx-ed 
under similar circumstances,"

L»egislativt- provision for the rpllef of 
the victims of the Maijie dlsacter oc- 
cupied the house conijnitteo on naval 
affairs all day yesterday, 
a general 
measure beinir agreed on late in the 
nfternoon i.iniiîar to the relief measure 
that followed the Samoan disaster in 
18S9. Tho resolution was finally pa^i-'cd 
on at a special meeting of the oommit- 
tee this morning. 
It will be imnit=îUi- 
ately reported by Chairman li^u'ellr, 
and its passage 
expedited. 
Though 
based on the precedent of the Sam-^an 
) bin approved Feb. 10, 1S90, it ignores 
the difierentiation then made between 
the injured and the uninjured su 'vlv- 
02's, and itp terms are general instead 
of citing individuals. 
Any losses sus- 
tained by the survivors will be made 
Erood to the extent of not exceeding 12 
tnonths' pay, and pi'ovislon is made for 
bringing the remains back to this coun- 
try at the discretion of the naval au- 
thorities. The relief 
funds are to be 
paid first to the wife or children of the 
victim, then to the parents, or if ihere 
are neither of these relations, thon to 
the brother or sister or other collateral 
relations. The pay of the deceased is 
to be continued to these a t least three 
tnonths. 


The navy department received a dis- 
patch from Captain Sigsbee last even- 
ing saying that 14 more bodies had 
been recovered from the wreck of the 
Maine. All the remains are unidenti- 
fied. It is not thought any bodies will 
be Identified hereafter, unless by the 
clothing. Aside from the effect of long 
submersion, the men still missing were 
nearly all directly under the main deck, 
which was blown up. and the tremen- 
dous force of the explosion i>robably 
blotted scores of them out of existence 
entirely. 


üfílclals unquestionably have be^n for

The senate yesterday passed a bill to 
add two artillery 
regiments to the 
strength of the army. 
This measure 
has been urged for many months by 
officials of the v/ar department, who 
foresaw that, while congress of late 
years had taken measures for the pro- 
) tection of our coasts by considerable 
appropriations for defensive works and 
great guns, it had not provided the men 
necessaiy to operate these engines of 
war. Should the house pass the bill, as 
It undoubtedly will, it will enable the 
department to carry out plans it has 
long had in view. 


The navy department has compiled 
the following summary showing the to- 
tal 
results of the Maine 
disaster: 
Total ofiicers and men on board Maine, 
355; total ofiicers, 2C; total men, 329; to- 
tal ofiicers saved, 24; total men saved, 
76; total officers lost, 2; total men lost, 
246; total men injured, 57; doubtful, 7. 
The seven men appearing as doubtful 
probably repreoent that number, or less, 
whose lives have been saved, but who 
cannot be identified at present on ac- 
count of errors in the transmission of 
telegrams. The 57 appearing as injured 
are included in the 76 appearing as 
saved. 
Two men reported as having 
died in the hospital are ^included in the 
total of 246 appearing above as having 
been lost. 


THE COUHT Ol^ INQUIRT. 


Proceodlnors Will íío Kopt Secret Ui^- 
tU a I>eciisloa Is Jleachcd. 
Havana, Keb. 23.—The court of in- 
quiry in the Maine disaster opened at 
10:30 a. m. yesterday and took a recjess 
at 12:30. Lieutenant F. F, W. Holman, 
navigator and ordnance ofiicer of the 
Maine, was examined at the morning 
session. The court met for the ^ftçr- 
noon session at 1:30, and Lieutenant 
Commander R, Wainwrlght, executl'^e 
officer of the Maine, was called to the 
witness stand. Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwrlght 
has been in 
immediate 
charge of the wreck since the e;cplo- 
slon. 


Four divers are at work in the for- 
ward part of the ship, and the others 
aft. The task is most laborious, and the 
men are naturally extremely careful, as 
they have had to work in 
complete 
darkness, and several have had bad 
falls. Klectrie lights, worked from the 
Mangrove, are now available, and much 
good is expectád from them. 


Nearly all the possible salvage has 
now been made from the cabin aft. The 
efforts to reach the ward and mess 
rooms are frustrated by some unknown 
obstacle. It is expected to find bodies 
in those rooms. Two cafjes of lo-inch 
ammunition have been found, the one 
havlnif exploded, the other full of pow- 
der, These wore found forward. 


The v.'ork of securing the bodies under 
the hatch has bt^n most dlfiicult in the 
dark, but it is hoped that the fîectric 
lights will be of gj'eat asitlstani*'*. Tho 
bodies are much mutilated, and sqme 
are partiaM;/- burned.

AN AUCTION F ^ 
WIVES. 


Uncler tho Greenwood Tree in the Colonial 
Days of Virginia. 


From the earliest settlement of the 
colonies th6re has always been a defect 
in the distribution of women in this 
country. 
It is a historical fact that 
while one section has always suffered 
from an embarrassment 
of 
riches- 
another has pined in a needless priva- 
tion. 
At the outset of American col- 
onization the wilderness was hungry 
for men to till it, and thousands of 
the idle laborers of London and Bris- 
tol poured into the new Eldorado. 


Robert Beverly, in his "History of 
Virginia,"published in 1705 a id 1722, 
says: ''Those that went over to that 
country iirst were chiefly siugle men, 
who had 
not the incumbrance of 
waives and children in England; aud 
if they had, they did not expose them 
to the fatigue and hazard of so long a 
voyage, until they saw how it should 
fare with themseives. 
From hence it 
came to pass that when they were set- 
tled there and in a comfortable way of 
subsisting a family, they grew sen- 
sible of the misfortune of 
wanting 
Avives, and such as had left -wives in 
England sent for them, but the single 
men were put to their shifts. 


**Underthe ditiiculty they had no 
hopes but that tho plenty in which 
they lived mi;^ht invite modest v/omen 
of small fortunes to go thither from 
England. 
However, th y would not 
receive any but such as could carry 
suiRcient certiiicate of their modesty 
and good behavior. 
Those, 
if they 
were but moderately qualified in all 
other respects, might depend upon 
marrying well in those days, Avithout 
any fortune. 
Nay, the lirst planters 
were 
so lar from expecting money 
with a woman that 'twas a common 
thing for them to buy a cleserving 
wife that carried good testimonials of 
her character, at the price of £100, 
and make themselves believe they had 
a bargain. 


"In one year Sir Edwin provided a 
passage for 
12(51 
new 
emigrants. 
Among these were ninety agreeable 
young women, poor but respectaljle, 
to furnish wives to the colonists. This 
new commodity was transported at 
the expense of the colony, and sold to 
the young planters, aud the following 
year another consignment was made 
of sixty maids of virtuoas education, 
young, handsome and -well recom- 
mended. 
A wile iu the first lot sold 
for 100 
pounds 
of 
tobacco, 
but 
as the value of the new article became 
known in the market the price rose, 
and a.Avife would bring 150 pounds of 
tobacco, 
A debt for a wife was of a 
higher dignitv than other debts, aud 
to be paid iirst," 


In a letter still in existence, dated 
London, Augubt 21,1(321, and directed 
to a worthy colonist of 
that 
settle- 
ment, the writer says; 


•*We send you in the ship one 
widow and eleven maids for wives fur 
the people of Virginia. 
There hath 
been 
especial 
care 
had 
in 
the 
choice of them, fur there hath not one 
of them been received but upon good 
conimendatiuiis. 


^'Incase thoy cannot be presently 
married, we desire that they maybe 
put Avith several householders that 
have wives." 


But the writer of this epistle had 
little reason to fear that any of 
the 


"maidens faire" W)uld bo left over. 
Tho archives of Virginia prove that 
these 
first 
cargoes of young ladies 
were put up at auction beneath the 
gi'ccn 
trees of 
Jamestown, 
wher« 
probably the most anxious and inter- 
ested crowd of auction habitues over 
known iu tho history of the -world 
were 
gathered, and' sold for 120 
pounds of leaf tobacco each, and it 
was ordered that this 
debt should 
havo lu'ecedence of all others. 
The 
solitary "one widow*'went along "with 
the otl'iers, for they could not be par- i 
ticuhir in those days. 
Tho good 
minister of the colony no doubt had a 
busy time that day. 
Ho did not men- 
tion any fees, nor did the bridegrooms 
think of tendering any. 
All was joy 
and gladness.--BuiTalo (X, Y.) Nows. 


DEBT-COLLECTING BY STARVATION. 


Tho AbRurd MaUviittu Metluxl iiR IMacticcd 
In Imliii—Stoutci'SloiuiirU AVins. 


Many queer stories aro told of 
the 
persistence and clever devices of tho 
collectors of 
bad debts, but even 
a professional humorist would find it 
hard to invent anything more absurd 
than the method actually in use among 
the Mahrattas—at least, if travelers' 
tales are to be trusted. 


In that country—so they say—Avhen 


a creditor cannot get his money and 
begins to regard tho debt as desperate, 
ho proceeds to sit "dhurna" upon his 
debtor—that is, he squats down at the 
door of his victim's tent, and thereby, 
iu some mysterious -way, becomes 
master of the situation, 
Xo oub can 
go in or out except by his 
sanction. 
He neither himself eats nor allows his 
debtor to eat, and this 
extraordinary 
starvation contest is kept up 
until 
either the-debt is paid or the creditor 
gives up the siege, and in the 
latter 
case the debt is held to bo canceled. 


However strange it may appear ^ to 
Europeans, this method of enforcing 
a demand is au established and almost 
universal usage among the Mahrattas,^ 
aud seems to them a mere matter of 
course. 
Even their "Scindiah," 
or 
chieftain, is not exempt from it. 


The laws by which the "dhurna" is 
regulated are as well defined as those 
of any other custom whatever. 
When 
it is meant to be very strict the claini- 
ant takes with him a number of his 
followers, who surround the tent, and 
sometimes even the bed of his adver- 
sary to make sure that he obtains no 
morsel of food. 
The code, however, 
prescribes the same abstinence for the 
man who imposes the ordeal; and, of 
course, the strongest stomach wins the 
day. 
Aftei' all, we have little right to 
ridicule this absurdity, for our 
own 
laws still provide, nominally at least, 
fctr starving a jury into a verdict. 


A similar custom -was once so pre- 
valent in the province and city of 
Benares (hat Brahmins were som.e- 
times systematically put through a 
course of training to enable them''to 
endure a long time -without food. 
They were then sent to the door_ of 
some rich person, -where theypublicly 
made a vow to remain fasting until a 
certain sum of money was paid or un- 
til they perished from starvation. 
To 
cause the doath of a Brahmin was con- 
sidered so heinous an offense that the 
cash was generally forthcoming, but 
never without a resolute struggle 
to 
determine whether the man was likely 
to prove stanch, for the 
average 
Oriental will almost as soon give up 
his life as his money.—Boston Jour- 
nal. 


Hnnfirini; a Bull. 


About the year 1813 a bull 
belong- 
ing to a farmer of Moisy killed a man, 
whereupon Charles Count of Valois 
ordered its arrest and trial, 
which 
took place accordingly, and the animal 
was condemned to be hanged. 
But 
the order of the Hospitallers claimed 
jurisdiction over the village, 
and ap- 
pealed to the Parlement against the 
judgment. 
The latter confirmed the 
verdict, but declkred at the same time 
that the Count of Valois had no juris- 
diction over the territory of Moisy.

Electricity, siiys the New York Her- 
ald, is the chief ap:out Mr. Day pro- 
poses to employ iu the productiou of 
butter 
directly froni the vegetables 
Avhich form the food of 
cattle whose 
milk is used iu the churu. 


Mr. ])ay discovered iirst that thepe- 
cnliar characleristic traits of different 
^varieties of butter, cheese, etc., Avere 
owing to two general causes. 
One 
was the kind of food ou which the 
co\y was fed; tho other was the 
kind 
of microbe nourished at and by the 
roots or the plant which furnished the 
iood to the cow. 


Armed with these two secrets, Mr. 
Day began his work, which consisted 
in extracting and then assembling ar- 
tificially the same products which are 
usually brought about by nature. 


He succeeded in producing from (he 
vegetable kingdom oils whirli diiVered 
very slightly from those of the animal 
kingdom.

, When oils are extracied by heat, or 
the mechanical violence of ju'essure, 
the deletoreous nitrogenous character- 
istics of the globule sheaths are im- 
]mrted to the oil globules themselves,

can 
separate them af- 
ierward. 
Here comes in the 
great 
<liscovcry iu the use of the 
elcctric 
light. 
- 


Mr. Day I'ound that when these oils 
and fats weve subjected to the radiant 
«nergy of powerful electric light the 
nitrogenous sheaths Avere shrivelled 
and their contents put in a condition 
to be milked out or extracted by a gen- 
tle pressure, without being contanii- 
natect by the characteristics of tho an- 
imal or })lant itself. 


Another elïpct was also produced. 
Whatever microbe was associated Avith 
any particular oil or fat was killed by 
the actinic power of the light, thus leav- 
ing tho article free from any of its native 
niierobes and ready to be used as a 
culture medium for any desh'ed mi- 
crobe. 


Among the microbes {destroyed 
by 
the light are those which cause jmtre- 
iaction and decay, and so the articles 
4icted on by the light are readily pre- 
served as long as they are protected 
from now invasions of nature's host of 
destroyers. 
As a result, the various 
kinds of butter, cheese,etc.,madeunder 
the Day processes show most reniai'k- 
able keeping ])owers, far surpassing 
those produced by the old fashioned 
methods. 


For the same reason, the new arti- 
cles are not altected by any diseases, 
fluch 
as 
tuberculosis 
and 
typhoid 
lever, which may be carrie(,l and trans- 
mitted in the milk of cowf, as well as 
by conlaniination from barnyard asso- 
ciations. 


The day process does not end with 
the treatment of fats and oils, but is 
applied to all the flesh of animal«, as 
Avell as of iish, crabs, oysters, fruits 
iind vegetables.

the fenuile cranium, 
tAvelve ribs in 
men and fourteen 
in 
women. 
The 
circulation, according to their ideas, 
Hows outAvai d from the lungs 
live 
times iu twentyJour hours and teiuui- 
nates iu the liver. 
The bile 
is the 
special origin to the voice, the spleen 
is the seat of reason, 
and 
Avith the 
heart, furnishes ideas; the liver is the 
granary of the soul, while the stomach 
is the resting place of the mind, etc. 
Chinese 
phrenologists 
look for the 
principal charac-tej'istics of a man in 
his forehead, and for a Avoman in the 
back part of the cranium. 
^ There is a distinction betAveen phy- 
sicians and surgeons, and it is more 
sharply defined than with us. 
Every 
man is expected to stick 
to his OAVU 
branch of the profession. 
The 
sur- 
geons are extremely ignoraut, are as- 
signed to inferior service aud receive 
little pay,^ so that their shops 
are 
poor, 
Chinese surgery 
(wae-ka) em- 
bi aces the practice 
of acupunchere. 


pharmacology consists of forty octavo 
volumes, and contains remedies from 
the vegetable and animal kingdoms al- 
most exclusively, aud is very copious.

You can 
£ïet the services ot a Tombs shyster 
for a dollar, or those of one of half a 
dozen others for a little less than a 
million. 
There is no maximum or 
minimum 
fee. 
New York 
lawyers 
charge just what they can get, and 
put their own valuation on tho sei'- 
vices that they render. 
A good law- 
yer—but, of course, not one of the 
great lights of the bar--will try a case 
at from $10 to $200 a day, and many 
others just as good Avill do the same 
thing for half this sum, while the 
fees charged by the men who ai'e con- 
sidered as being at the head of their 
profession are well nigh incredible.

"Big Ben/* so callod aftor Sir Bonja- 
miu Hall, Avlio was the first commis- 
sioner of Avorks* when tho order for tho 
clock -was given, was cast in 1850 at 
Norton, ^loar Stockton-ou-Toes. 


From 
the North of 
England 
this 
enormous belli weighing sixteen tons, 
was conveyed to London by sea, where 
it had, on a small scale, almost as ad- 
venturous a passage as the Egyptian 
obelisk which now graces tho Thames 
embankment. Once or twice during tho 
voyage, indeed, it was feared that it 
would send the vessel bearing it to the 
bottom of the ocean. 
Not very long 
after tho clock had been placed in a 
temporary position at Westminster— 
on Oct. 24, lSo7—and while it was be- 
ing rung, OS was customary for a short 
time at 1 o'clock on Saturdays, It was 
noticed that it had a orackcd, uncer- 
tain sound. 


On a minute examination with 
a 
lighted candle a crack was discovered 
to extend from the rim alwut half way 
up the side. The catastrophe to an in- 
strument wnicn cosi i.5,a4i5 vaH;ea the 
question as to Avho was to pay for re- 
casting i t 
Tho founders repudiated 
responsibility-, declaring that too heavy 
a clapper (it weighing 12 cwt.) had been 
used. The authoHties, however, placed 
on record that it was "poix)us, unhomo- 
peneous, unsound, and a defective cast- 
ing." 


Be that as it may, "Big Ben" was 
broken up and recast at a cost of £700. 
its weight was 13 tons 10 cwt. 3 qr. 15 
lbs., Its diameter 9 feet, and it^ height 
outside 7 feet 0 inches. It •v\'ïis rung for 
the first time on Nov. 18,1S58. 


Alas! In less than a year after this 
tho new bell ceased to strike the hours, 
having become more seriously cracked 
than its predecessor. The crack, which 
was inside, was three Inches In extent. 
For about three years afterward the 
hours were struck on the largest of the 
quarter bells. 
The experiment 
was 
then tried of turning the great bell 
round so as to present a fresh place for 
the hammer, or clapper, to strike on. 
With a light hammer this experiment 
proved so far satisfactory that during 
the thirty-eight years that have elapsed 
the fissure docs not seem to have In- 
creased; and It is possible when the 
wind Is favorable to distinctly hear it 
In most of the suburbs booming out the 
midnight hour.—London Mall.

Wllkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 23.—When the 
fourth week of the trial of Sheriff Mar- 
tin and his deputies bei?an Monday last 
the prosecution had only two more wit- 
nesses to hear before closing. 
They 
were James 
Hennahan, of 
Lattlmer. 
and Mike Damschak, 
Their testimony 
added nothing new, though Hennahan 
identified a number of the deputies. 


Mr. George S. Ferris made the open- 
ing address for the defense, speaking 
for over an hour. He presented in en- 
tail the facts of the case as the defense 
hopes to prove them. In the first place 
It will endeavor to show that there had 
been rioting 
throughout 
the region; 
that the sheriff was justified In calling 
out the posse, that he was brutally as- 
Baulted by the strikers before the fatal 
ehootlng 
at 
Lattlmer, and 
that the 
Btrikers were armed and fired the first 
shots. 


Mrs. Catherine Welsenborn; the first 
•witness, testified that one of the strik- 
ers, Gasperick, on the day of the shoot- 
ing entered Mike Klnaskl's house and 
threatened to kill him unless he Joined 
the strikers, but KInaskI escaped. 
The 
strikers were armed 
with clubs 
and 
Btones, and some had revolvers. 
Mrs. 
Eliza Grace, Mrs. Rose Gillespie, Mrs. 
Charles Miller and Mrs. Brennan all 
declared that the strikers were armed, 
and that the inhabitants fled to the 
brush In terror. 
Mrs. Michael Galla- 
gher swore she was stoned by the strik - 
ers. 


The first witness yesterday was Mrs. 
James Edmondson, who lives at Har- 
wood. She said that on the day of the 
shooting she heard a neighLjor shout, 
"akin out; the strikers are'coming," 
Continuing, witness said, "I saw the 
men. 
They all had clubs. My man and 
m y boarders hid behind the shanty, and 
I went to protect my sick boy in the 
house. 
Thoy found my husband, and 
tried to get him away. 
I grabbed him 
and after a lot of words they let him 
go. 
This testimony was corroborated 
by the witness' husband. 


Peterd Wolfe, a driver at the Har- 
wood colliery, said: 
"When the Mc- 
Adoo men came to Harwood on Tues- 
day, Sept. 7, one of them said: 
'How 
would you like to be made go to Mc- 
Adoo?' I said, 
'Let me put the mules 
away first.' He waited, but I did not 
ro. On the Friday the strikers gather- 
ed to march to Lattlmer I went down 
to the company store and we locked 
ourselves 
In. 
Afterward, 
when 
we 
thought the strikers had gone, we went 
out. One man chased me with, a. big 
club for a loníí distance. 
Í saw Joe 
Muhall that day with a club about four 
feet long. 
He was one of the leaders 
of the strikers." 


Mrs. Annie Catherine Draper, aged 
82, testified that on Sept. 10 the strik- 
ers 
came through 
Cranberry. 
They 
acted like wild men. 
One man 
was 
e-rmed with a club and another with a 
revolver. 
Another man picked up a 
stone and threw it at her. 
The stone 
weighed nearly a pound, and was pro- 
duced 
in 
court. 
Attorney Lenahan, 
holding it up before the Jurors, said: 
"This is one of the stones the strikers 
picked up to strike matches with." 


Thomas MCNPIHS gave Important tes- 
timony. 
He liad charcre of six men 
working on the public road when the 
Btrikers came along. 
They wanted the 
men on the road to stop work, 
Mc- 
Neills 
expostulated 
with 
them. The 
Btrikers,

threatening,
